Before the Eyes of Their Unhappy 


Mother, Who is Then Publicly 


Burned as a Witch in 


Her Shack. 


LOB ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 27.—A hor- 


rible story of the wild law and super- 
stition of the Jlojave Indians is told by 
3. F. Saunders, who arrived last even- 
ing from The Needles, a town on the 
Colorado river, on the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific railway. He had heard the details 
jnst before he took the train, and they 
seem to be corroborated by an account 
given in a local paper, which he 
brought with him. 


The Moiave Indian reservation is 


about half a mile from The Needles, 
and the aborigines are virtually their 
own masters, having their own laws 
and superstitions. On Tuesday last a 
triple murder was committed under 
the plea of a tradition by the Indians. 


One of the prettiest squaws of the 


tribe, known as Loneta, ivas married 
according- to the savajre rites about a 
year ago. She was a comely girl, only 
16 years old, and had picked up some 
education. Her husband was one of the 
bravest and apparently very fond of 
her 


Sunday last Loneta g-ave birth to 


twins, and as a result a prand powwow 
was called, for, according to the Mo- 
jave tradition, the squaw who has 
twins is a witch.' The penalty has al- 
ways been death for the babies and 
mother. Loneta's husband was so fond 
of her. however, that he made a strong 
plea f9r her and her babies, but it was 
of no avail. The medicine men held 
that the old custom must be observed, 
and the two little ones were brought 
forward and brained with a club. 


Loneta was kept tor a move trying' 


ordeal, which 
she suffered without 


complaint. Every one of her personal 
belongings were gathered anil put into 
her "shack," and she was ordered in- 
side. She bid her husband good-by 
and went in. The entrance wasclosed, 
straw and brush were piled about tho 
frail structure and fired, nnd in two 
hours nothing but a few embers re- 
mained to tell tiie tragic story. 


Officers at The Needles learned the 


facts too late to interfere, and the poor 
sc;uaw with this horrid torture passed 
to the happy hunting ground, where 
her ill-starred offspring had preceded 
her.

THE PRENDEBGA9T TRIAL. 


Attorney Toad Begin. HI* Oloilng Argu- 


ment for th» Promeutlon, 


CHIOACIO, Dec. 87.—-When the Pren- 


dergast trial was resumed yesterday 
morning, Assistant State's Attorney 
Todd opened his speech for the state 
with the statement that all promises 
made to the jury in the beginning aa 
to what would be proved had been 
kept. Reminding the jury that each 
man had sworn to inflict the death 
penalty, if it were justified by the law 
nnd the evidence. Mr. Todd said that 
there was no compromise ground for 
the jury to consider; that the pris- 
oner was guilty of murder or nothing, 
and there would be no reason for a 
penitentiary sentence. 


In a resume of the evidence Mr. 


Todd assailed the testimony given by 
John 
Prendergast. 
There 
is one 


feature of the case upon which there 
is no other testimony than that given 
by John Prendergast This is the trip 
to "Wisconsin said to have been made 
by the prisoner last summer, when he 
wandered away and slept in the fields 
for a couple of weeks. During this 
period it is alleged that he spent nil 
time praying for degenerate humanity. 
To impeach the brother and thus 
throw discredit upon the only witness 
who had given evidence as to that 
incident, the conflict of evidence be- 
tween John Preudergast and his mother 
on a minor point was cited, and Mr. 
Todd asked the jury to believe that 
the brother had sworn falsely.

LONDON, Dec. -XT.—The Times oon- 


tains a series of articles on the situa- 
tion in Sweden and Norway. It says 
that if the coming elections in Nor- 
way result in a large and militant 
radical majority, the conservative min- 
istry will be bound to retire. The king 
will find himself face to face with the 
necessity of accepting the radical In- 
terpretation of the act of union, thereby 
surrendering the unity in foreign pol- 
icy, upon which the alliance of the two 
kingdoms consists, or of enforcing the 
Swedish reading of the act 


Against the manifest determination 


of the Norwegian people, Sweden, it 
appears, is prepared to use force. The 
Swedes, who were at first apathetic, 
have taeeu roused to such a pitch of 
exasperation that it will take little to 
goad them to action. The king i* con- 
fident of the support of the Swedes, 
and he will not surrender the Nor- 
wegian crown nor sacrifice the union, 
which he believes to be indispensable 
to the safety of prosperity of both 
Sweden and Norway. 


The first shot fired by Sweden will 


rally the Norwegian radicals and con- 
servatives shoulder to shoulder in de- 
feiiseof their common nationality. De- 
spite the superiority of har military re- 
sources, Sweden would find it a hard 
task to reduce Norway to subjection, 
and harder still to keep her in subjec- 
tion. If the sentiment of the Swedes 
compels the king to unsheath the 
sword, the European powers who are 
the sponsors of the union ought to in- 
tervene, armed, with a European man- 
date as in 1814, Sweden might act 
within limits, leading to an arrange- 
ment for the avoidance of a war crisis. 
Opinion in Norway ie in the meantime 
raised on only two issues—union and 
monarchy or separation and a repub- 
lic. 
But among the contingencies 


acute observers detect a third course— 
the creation of a throne in Norway, 
with prince Waldemar, youngest son 
of the kirg of Denmark, as king.

The annual meeting of the Illinois 


State Teachers' Association in now in 
progress at Springfield and the attend- 
ance it quite large. Last night in his 
annual address President J. H. Freeman 
ot Aurora called attention to the increas- 
ing interest that is being aroused in the 
matter ot higher education, and expressed 
the opinion that this tendency is the out- 
growth of tbe work done in the public 
schools. In the latter are many defects 
that should be corrected. A revision ot 
the course ot instruction ia the lower 
schools should be made so that it will 
beet harmonize with tbe purpose ol a 
higher education in the colleges and nni- 
vereitics. Many timely suggestions were 
made as to the conduct of teachers' in- 
stitutes thut tbe best possible results 
may be derived from them. These insti- 
tutes should be encouraged. 


Tbe speaker deplored the fact that 


Illinois has taken a backward step in the 
matter of compulsory education and 
hoped that this mistake would soon be 
rectified. 
In hie plea for at least one 


additional state normal school, he cited 
the fact that Wisconsin supports five 
normals and is oohtemplating the eatafc- 
lishment ot two more. 
Two normal 


schools for 24,000 teachers ot Illinois will 
not sufficiently equip tbe teachers for 
their work. 
President Freeman also 


advocates the establishment ot kinder- 
garten schools ae an integral part of the 
public school system and puts a high 
value on artistic training.
